The Nyilas (Arrow-Cross) Party, representing the Nazi-Tascist element of 
Hungary, was forced to dissolve at the end of Yorld War IL, amd those of its 
members who managed to flee scattered throughout Western Eurore. Since that 
time Arrow-—Cross members have tended to regroup around the most prominent 
party officials in their regions ami to adopt the attitudes of these leaders. 
The current arrangement is consequently characterized by fanaticism atong 
the lower ranks and by factionaliem and competition among the leaders, although 
a majority of. the latter still adhere to the basic philosophy of Hungarian 
fascism set forth by Ferenc SZALASI in his book, Ut es Cel (Road_and Aim). 
Among the various competing factions are the following:

ALFOELDY is now attempting to enlist the aid of, and is willing to cooperate 
with, all anti-Soviet Hungarians regardless of political affiliation. In 

the event of Hungary's liberation, ALFOELDY assumes he will take over the 
Hungarian radio. He has written lecture material for partisan warfare, with 
detailed plans for the effective sabotage of postal, radio and railroad systems-—— 


yet in such a manner that they might be restored to service quickly without 
majox investments.
